Price Comparison 
Shows Meat, Eggs 
Up During March

The price of ham burger m eat, eggs 
and 
frankfurters 
went 
up 
during 
March in an Associated Press spot 
survey of 14 items on a sam ple shop­ 
ping list. Other food and grocery items 
generally stayed the sam e, but butter 
prices went down. 
The AP checked the prices of 14 food 
and non-food item s in 12 cities on 
March I and rechecked the prices of 
the sam e things in the sam e stores on 
April 2 — the first shopping day of the 
month and coincidentally the first 
shopping day of the nationwide m eat 
boycott called to try to lower prices. 
Among the results: 
Frankfurters led the list of higher- 
price items. The cost of a pound of 
beef frankfurters went up in 9 of the 12 
cities, down in one and was unchanged 
in two. Chopped chuck went up in six 
cities, was down in none and was

unchanged in five; medium white eggs 
went up in eight cities, down in two and 
were unchanged in two. 
Butter was down in more cities than 
any other item — five — followed by 
[Kirk chops which showed declines in 
four cities. Milk prices stayed the 
sam e everywhere. 
There was no apparent pattern to the 
changes. Increases ranged from a 
penny or two on m ost items to 30 cents 
on a pound of frankfurters in one city. 
The cities checked covered a wide 
geographical area. A standard list of 
sizes and brands was used. If the 
checklist item was not available, the 
closest thing in size or type of product 
was checked. The stores surveyed

su p e rm a rk e ts ra th e r 
than 
discount operations or small speciality 
shops. 
Albuquerque, N.M., reported tlx* 
largest number of prices rises — six; 
Salt I .ake City, Utah had the fewest — 
none.

The items on the m arketbasket list 
were: one pound chopped chuck, one 
pound center cut pork chops, one small 
can of Bird’s Eye frozen orange juice, 
one pound of regular grind Maxwell 
House coffee, one two-roll package of 
Scott Paper Towels, one pound of 
butter cut into quarter, one dozen 
medium white eggs, on 12-ounce jar of 
Kkippy peanut butter, one 49-ounce 
box of All detergent, one frounce can of 
Del Monte tom ato juice, one 14Vfe- 
ounce bag of Nabisco chocolate chip 
cookies, one quart of whole milk, one 
pound of all-beef frankfurters and one 
5-pound bag of Domino granulated pire 
can sugar.

But the full effect of the weeklong 
protest may not be known until later 
this week, since m eat sales tend to 
build up toward the weekend.

The slack in buying cattle and hogs 
at the wholesale level resulted in 
widespread layoffs of m eat packers.

No Relief In Sight For Increased Sewer Rates 


Circleville Council Chambers were 
packed Tuesday with irate citizens 
seeking relief from the drastically in­ 
creased sewerage rates assessed by 
the D epartm ent of Public Utilities to 
pay for the proposed new sewage 
treatm ent plant. 
And after three hours of sometimes 
very heated debate council was not 
able to offer a satisfactory solution to 
their problem. The problem is the city 
has been m andated by federal and 
state 
environm ental 
protection 
agencies and the state departm ent of 
health to build a new sewerage treat­ 
ment plant. 
A plant that will m eet all the guide­ 
lines established by the state and fed­ 
eral EPA and the state health depart­ 
ment will cost an estim ated $4,719,000 
to build. It will cost an estim ated 
$375,000 annually to pay for the opera­ 
tion of the plant, interest and principal 
retirem ent of the money the city will 
have to borrow for its construction and 
to provide a “sinking fund” for em er­ 
gencies. 
The city has made application to the 
Ohio W ater Development Authority to 
borrow the $4,719,000 Three-fourths of 


the loan of $3,539,000 will be paid by a 
fed eral 
g ra n t. 
The 
rem ain in g 
$1,180,OCK) m ust lie paid by the city. 
In order to qualify for the loan and 
the grant, the city had to present a rate 
schedule which satisfied OWDA. And 
in most instances the rate m eans a tre­ 
mendous increase over the old flat rate 
of $2.40 per quarter that has been 
charged 
individual 
residents since 
1957. 
Charles Wright, a m em ber of Floyd 
G. Browne and Associates of Marion, 
was on hand to explain the new rates. 
It was he who developed the new rate 
schedule. 
He stated about $160,000 of the 
money raised will be used for opera­ 
tion of the new plant, $160,000 used for 
debt retirem ent, and the rest will be 
placed in a “sinking fund” for em er­ 
gencies. 
According to Wright, the first step in 
establishing the new rates was bi 
change from a flat rate basis to a pro 
rata basis on the am ount of water 
used. 
“This can produce the wide differen­ 
tial of the first billing,” Wright said. 
“ When people have been paying a flat 


rate, they tend to not In* conscious of 
w ater conservation ’ ’ 
Form er councilman Harold Clifton, 
a m em ber of a panel named Tuesday 
by Mayor Frank Barnhill to study al­ 
ternative m eans of financing the new 
plant, said what surprised him about 
the new rate was the “ lack of com m u­ 
nication to the public.” 
“ You can see how people are con­ 
cerned about the rate," (Clifton said re ­ 
ferring to the more than IOO persons 
who parked council cham bers and the 
hallway immediately outside. I doubt 
if council realized the im pact the rate 
increase was going to have.” 
“ We (the study panel) cannot come 
up with a m iracle in two or three 
m onths,” he said. 
Kenneth Robbins, a former city 
solicitor who served as spokesman for 
many of the people, said that perhaps 
if people understood the new rate 
schedule and the reason for assessing 
it, they would feel differently about it. 
“From a standpoint of public relations 
I think you should teach Uh* people in 
the w ater departm ent the new formula 
so they could explain it,” Robbias said. 
He questioned Wright, Public Util­ 


ities Manager Charles Taylor and a t­ 
torney Richard Penn who represents 
the public utilities board concerning 
m esas of financing construction 
One operator of a laundry stated l r 
thought the new system was unfair to 
him because most of his water “went 
up in steam ” and not to the city 
sewers. 
John Jenkins, another former coun­

Hits Florida 


Gold Coast 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — A massive 
power failure, more widespread than a 
six-hour outage that hit the area a day 
before, swept a 170-mile stretch of 
Florida’s Gold Coast as power 
facilities were taxed by another day of 
85-degree temperatures and heavy 
tourist crowds. 
Traffic lights were off, elevators in 
high-rise apartment buildings stopped 
working, hairdressers sent customers 
outside to dry their hair in the sun and 
restaurants without emergency power 
supplies had to serve cold food. 
A 
Florida Power 8c Light Co. 
spokesman 
said, 
“ It ’s 
another 
widespread problem. We don’t know 
the dimensions or the cause just yet.” 
The blackout today apparently 
reached as far north as White City, 50 
miles north of Palm Beach. It also 
knocked out electricity in Islamorada, 
a Florida Keys city 70 miles south of 
Miami. 
Homestead, a city 35 miles south of 
Miami which 
has 
a 
municipal 
generating plant, was not affected, and 
municipal plants kept the 
power 
humming in areas around West Palm 
Beach. 
Tuesday’s blackout affected an area 
from Boca Raton, about 25 miles south 
of Palm Beach, to Islamorada. 
A woman at the Ocean Reef Club on 
Key I^rgo said, “ My God, I don’t think 
I can take another day of this.” 
As in Tuesday’s blackout, some 
areas reported power restored within 
an hour. Today’s outage started 
shortly after 9 a.m., about half an hour 
before Tuesday’s began. 
A spokesman for the National 
Weather Service in Miami said tem­ 
peratures today would be in the mid 
and upper 80s, but a cold front was 
expected to bring 6Ckiegree tem­ 
peratures overnight and a high in the 
upper 70s Thursday. 
FP8eI, said Tuesday’s breakdown, 
which began at 9:37 a.m. and lasted for 
up to six hours in some sections of the 
south Florida resort along 60 miles of 
coastline, cut off electricity in some 
800,000 businesses and homes. 
A spokesman for FP8cB said a still 
unexplained malfunction at the firm ’s 
new Turkey Point nuclear power plant 
Tuesday started a chain reaction in 
automatic sensors. 
The sensors shut down IO generators 
from Palm Beach to the Florida Keys 
and left an estimated 2 million people 
sweating without air conditioning on 
the hottest day of the year. 
The nuclear generator, located 
about 35 miles south of Miami, “ just 
tripped off the line,” but there was no 
radiation leakage, the company 
spokesman said.

What s In The N ew s? 


Newspapers today devote 
much space to what are known 
as human interest stories. 
The child who lost a hand. 
The marriage of so-and-so and 
so-and-so. Someone plans to 
row across an ocean in a 
bathtub. News of that sort. 
There 
is 
a 
logical 
ex­ 
planation. Newspaper editors 
have become surfeited with 


war and rumors of war, in­ 
ternational intrigue, violations 
of the cease-fire and political 
manipulations at home and 
abroad. 
Murder 
and 
crime 
and 
violence in the streets have 
become so commonplace they 
fail to arouse the old en­ 
thusiasm for sensation. 
There are those who appear 


to believe newspapermen find 
satisfaction in happenings in a 
world that often appears to 
have gone crazy. It’s a lie. They 
are, as a matter of fact, kindly 
souls who would prefer to print 
news about 
the 
wholesome 
aspects of life, instead of the 
dreary. 
To a man, they hope for a 
return of more tranquil times. 


Scared Rabbits ? 


More and more the United Suites is 
coming to resemble a giant of Brob­ 
dingnagian proportions that is being 
successfully tied down by Lilliputian- 
sized peiopie. We are told we must not 
drill for offshore oil for fear of 
polluting the waters. It takes five 
years of talk to get a permit to build an 
atomic energy plant. Fresh from his 
campaign to put seatbelts around 
automobile passengers (a laudable 
thing), Ralph Nader makes an un­ 
justified quantum jump and tries to 
.shackle the whole capitalist system as 
if it were just another Corvair car. We 
are scared, scared, scared— and the 
end is not in sight. Tile fear-mongers 
have taken over. 
This psychology could become 
doubly dangerous now that Senator 
Tell Kennedy has succeeded in jam­ 
ming something called the Office of 
Technological Assessment through 
Congress, with a mandate to study the 
“ physical, biological, economic, social 
and political effects” of technology. 
Hie Wall Street Journal reports that 
Kennedy favors former Connecticut 
Congressman KmilioQ. Daddario for a 
$40,000-a-year job as first OTA 
director. Daddario is one of those fear- 
mongers; he was against developing a 
commercial SST plane despite the fact 
that military versions of the SST have 
!>ecn flying for a long time without 
jxdluting the stratosphere or breaking 
eardrums with a sonic boom 
This column is not against safety or 
ecological awareness, and it favors 
technological assesments. But when 
fear becomes the dominant strain in 
the national psychology we end by 
immobilizing ourselves. Instead of the 
“ Star-Spangled Banner,” we sing that 
old song that warns us to “ button up 
your overcoat when the wind 
is 
free. . .” etc. 
Last summer, 
Senator 
Henry 
Jackson of the State of Washington 
made a brave protest against letting 
the more extreme ecologists turn us 
into a nation of psychic invalids. At the 
time Jackson was a loner. But, at the 
very moment that Ted Kennedy 
proposes to bring the restrictionist ex- 
Congressman Daddario back from his 
Connecticut retirement to Washington 
to watch over technological change, 
another Connecticut politico, Senator 
Dw ell Weicker, has joined Jackson in 
his crusade to rester some sense of 
adventurousness to the nation. 
In a little-noticed speech at the Drug,

early March, Senator Weicker at­

safety. Said Weicker, “ I think the 
public has to be told in no uncertain 
terms that IOO per cent safety is at­ 
tainable but only at the cost of zero per 
cent discovery and achievement.” 
If the IOO per cent safety criterion 
had been applied a generation ago, 
penicillin, which has side effects for 
some people, would never have come 
on the market. Nobody 
wants a 
repetition of the thalidomide birth- 
defect tragedy, but Dr. Francis A. 
Davis, the publisher of the magazine 
lYivate Practice, quotes FYofessor 
Sam FYdtzman of the University of 
California at !<os Angeles as saying the 
cost of a two-year delay of a beneficial 
innovation is something like “ ten to 
one hundred times the 
value 
of 
avoiding a thalidomide-type mistake.” 
Dr. Peltzman illustrates his argument 
by pointing out that if anti-tuberculosis 
drugs had not been used when they 


were discovered, a two-year post­ 
ponement “ would have meant about 
45,(KH) additional deaths and 90,000 
additional cases.” 


Senator Weicker’s attack on the 
FDA for stopping medical progress in 
the name of an impossible 
per­ 
fectionism has been echoed in Europe, 
where the 
West German 
Phar­ 
maceutical Industry Association has 
sponsored a report that accuses the 
FDA of doing such ridiculous things as 
ordering fertility tests on geriatric, or 
old-age, drugs. During the past decade 
West German drug manufacturers 
have introduced twice as many new 
medicines as the U.S. has managed to 
get past the FDA. American doctors, 
to make use of established European 
drugs, have sometimes had to smuggle 
them into this country. 


Weicker will lie blasted for his 
statement to the drug manufacturers 
that “ we face a common nonsense that 
is becoming a very real threat.” But 
when he told the drug manufacturers 
that America did not get to where it is 
“ by playing defensive ball,” and that 
we must once again become a “ sunrise 
people.” he deserved a great big hand. 
Returnees Ate 4 Pounds 
O f Beef Each A t Clark Base 


CLARK 
AIR 
BASE, 
Philippines 
(AP) — The 594 American and allied 
prisoners of war who got checkups at 
Clark Air Base in the past two months 
ate an average of four pounds of beef 
apiece during the three or four days 
before they left for home. 
A five-page statistical report issued 
Unlay by the base hospital showed that 
the men’s huge appetites for the 
American fare they’d been without so 
long forced immediate abandonment 
of plans to start them off on bland 
diets. 
Tile POWS ate a total of 852 pounds of 
steak and 1,558 pounds of beef in other 
forms such as roasts arni hamburgers. 
They ate 478 pounds of chicken, 258 
pounds of duckling and 128 pounds of 
turkey. 
Hie demand for banana splits was so 
great the hospital at one stage ran out 
of bananas. The K)W s went through 
210 gallons of ice cream and 259 pounds 
of bananas. They also had 444 gallons 


of 
m ilk, 
152 pounds 
of frozen 
strawberries and OO pounds of salt. 
According to the list only one bottle 
of white wine and one bottle of red wine 
were called for. 
There was no mention of beer or 
liquor, but reports said the POWs 
enjoyed having a drink again. On 
shopping expeditions in the base ex­ 
change many carried bottles of iced 
beer with them as they wandered 
through the departments.

Speaking Of Your Health

Two months ago, I had a G.I. series. 
At that time I did not know I was 
pregnant. 
Do you think I could have done harm 
to my baby? I am afraid to think about 
it, much less talk about it. 
Mrs. L.M.N., Ind. 
Dear Mrs. N.: 
It is highly unlikely that a gastro­ 
intestinal X-ray series could have 
harmed you or your unborn child. 
The concentration of X-ray exposure 
during such studies is not normally 
hazardous. Nevertheless, the doctor 
who is 
handling 
your 
pregnancy 
certainly should be told about this 
circumstance. It will give you great 
assurance to have further con­ 
firmation. 
A number of hospital clinics and a 
great many private physicians are 
now doing routine pregnancy tests on 
all women in the childbearing age in an 
effort to find unsuspected pregnancies. 
A simple two-minute test can be 
made on a patient’s urine. If this 
superficial test is positive, a more 
definitive one can be made. 
It is of extreme importance that 
unsuspected 
pregnancies 
be 
recognized. Only in this way can all 
drugs with even the slightest potential 
hazard be avoided. X-rays, too, would 
then be markedly limited to only the 
most essential cases. 


Dear Mr. G: 
Hammer toe, sometimes called 
“ claw” toe, is a deformity of the 
metatarsal joint. It is unusal for this to 
occur at an early age, but there is no 
“ tendency” that one person might 
have toward this condition. 
Badly fitting shoes can sometimes 
lie responsible for hammer toe. It is 
reasonable to assume that if one shoe 
fits badly, the other will, too! This is 
the more likely reason for the trouble 
you are having with both feet. 
Well-fitting, specially designed 
“ space” shoes may be helpful in 
taldng pressure off the metatarsal 
joint. 
When pain becomes incapacitating, 
surgery can be performed safely, with 
very gratifying results. 
In older people, arthritis and some 
neurological 
disorders 
may 
be 
responsible for this distortion of the 
joints of the feet. 


I have been bothered with a hammer 
toe on one foot, and now am developing 
one on the other. 
Do some people have a tendency to 
this condition?

There are a number of diets which, 
by the process of elimination, may 
pinpoint the offending substance.

Eliminating one group of foods at a 
time — like beef, pork, lamb, fowl, etc. 
—may help in this detective process.

Get Frisky Try New Lamb Dish 


By ALICE DENHOFF 
A rack of lamb can be a thing of 
beauty as well as delicious fare. Want 
something special for a special oc­ 
casion? Then go no further. Just 
prepare and serve up with an air: 
LAMB RACK WITH LEMON 
AND PURPLE PLUMS 
I teaspoon salt 
I teaspoon cinnamon 
I teaspoon ginger 
4 teaspoon pepper 
I rack of lamb (3 pounds) 
I lemon, sliced 
I can (I pound, 14 ounces) 
purple plums, drained 
6 whole cloves 
Dash aromatic bitters 
Combine salt and spices; mix well. 
Sprinkle spice mixture over lamb. 
Place lamb on rack in roasting pan. 
Roast at 325F, for I hour. Remove 
lamb from roasting pan and drain off 
excess fat. 
Return lamb to pan; add lemon 
slices, drained plums, I cup syrup 
from plums, cloves and bitters. Roast 
30 minutes longer or until ther­ 
mometer registers 170 degrees for well 
done. 
Serve lamb with plum and lemon 
garnish. That’s doing right by our 
grand American lamb, isn’t it? 
I .amb chops are always a treat but 
when specially prepared the pleasure 
is doubled. So to give lamb chops a 
party air, here is a new idea: 
LAMB CHOPS AND ASPARAGUS 
WITH MINTED HOLLANDAISE 
5 egg yolks 
Salt and pepper 
24 tablespoons lemon juice 
I ‘4 cups butter, melted 
1 tablespoon mint leaves 
8 loin lamp chops cut \ inch 
thick 
2 tablespoons butter 
Cooked asparagus spears 


Place egg yolks, 4 teaspoon salt, 
dash pepper and lemon juice 
in 
electric blender; whirl until blended. 
Slowly add I 1* cups hot melted butter 
with blender at high speed. Add mint 
leaves and puree just until small 
specks of green are still visible. Keep 
sauce warm in top of double boiler 
over hot (not boiling) water while pre­ 
paring chops. 
Saute chops in large skillet over 
medium heat about 6 minutes per side, 
or until desired degree of doneness.

Power Of Prayer Demonstrated To POW

In 
looking 
back 
over 
all 
the 
challenges and trials of my experience 
as a POW, I believe the spiritual 
sustenance attained through others’ 
prayers, and my own, was the most 
important factor in my survival. 
I believe most POWs feel the same 
way. Almost all of us are at peace with 
ourselves now. From what I observed 
of the performance of others, I believe 
the main lesson to be learned is that 
human 
nature 
is 
capable 
of 
remarkable performance when placed 
under duress. 
There was a time in October 1966, 
while I was at the Zoo (a POW camp) 
in torture, when I just turned myself 
over to God and I have never had a 
prayer answered so spectacularly in 
my life. 
A persuasive but sinister officer had 
put pressure on me to stop inciting the 
others. He finally gave up on the soft 
approach and had me put in a torture 
rig for five days. It was very painful. 
He wanted me to write something 
about the communications system 
between the prisoners in the camp. 
At the end of five days I wrote 
something harmless about com­ 
munications which I knew wouldn’t 
give away anything they already 
didn’t know. I hoped they would accept 
it because they would have saved face 
by getting me to write just something. 
But they didn’t buy it. 
They put me back in the same rig for 
five more days and that was the time 
at which I simply told God He would

FBI Said 
Peeping Tom 
For Nixon 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Rep. lies 
Aspin says a 1971 F B I memorandum to 
Oregon agents shows the Nixon ad­ 
ministration has been “ using the FB I 
as a political Peeping Tom and gossip 
columnist since it took office.” 
The memorandum from the Por­ 
tland, Ore., F B I field office, dated Jan. 
21, 1971, was released by Aspin, a 
Wisconsin Democrat, on Monday. 
Six categories of information were 
to be forwarded to the administration, 
the memorandum said, including 
“ items with an unusual twist or con­ 
cerning prominent personalities which 
may be of special interest to the 
President or the attorney general.” 
The FB I issued no formal answer, 
but a spokesman said, “ We wouldn’t 
report to the President or the attorney 
general matters of a strictly political 
nature.” 
The memorandum says collection of 
data for an “ FB I intelligence letter for 
the President” was initiated by the bu­ 
reau in 1969 and was code named 
“ inlet.” 
Agents were instructed to forward 
data of sufficient importance “ to 
secure the President’s interest and to 
provide him 
with 
meaningful 
in­ 
telligence for his guidance.” 
Aspin says he is confident lYesident 
Nixon would not have ordered such use 
of the F B I but said he also was certain 
the agency would not have started the 
program on its own.

And I regret that we did not use more 
shock in the initial application of 
military force during the war. 
By escalating slowly as we did, we 
simply conditioned the North Viet­ 
namese rather than shocking them 
with the full import of our resolve and 
the fullness of belief in our cause. 
I believe they value quite highly tin* 
aid they might get from the United 
States, which could remove the 
stimulus that the DRV government 
may feel to grab aggressively for some 
necessities. 
lf they didn’t have that necessity, I 
doubt that, even with the tight security 
situation, the people would support a 
DRV government effort to roust* the 
people to more bloodletting, especially 
with U.S. resolve finally having been 
demonstrated. 


Also in many respects the prospects 
of Southeast Asian war seem to have 
lieen overcome by events through the 
establishment of rapport between the 
United States and China and better 
U.S.-Russian relatioas 
You’ve got North Vietnam kind of 
left out on a limb by itself. Their main 
stimulus now is to get a little of that 
rice bowl in the South, trying to get 
some of that fruit down there, so they 
can live and have a little more dignity. 


If lx)th sides observe the agreement, 
including the aid part, the south and 
north can get what they need without 
war. 
If they can get that from the United 
States, in terms of the three-four-five 
billion dollars President Nixon is 
talking about — a fraction of the budg­ 
et we were putting out for the war year 
by year 
I think we would have ac­ 
complished a great thing in preserving 
peace.

The United States opposes the Viet 
Cong move. Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers has said it would be a 
“wrong decision” for Waldheim to 
allow the Viet Cong to station a 
representative at U.N. headquarters. 
Christopher H. Phillips, the deputy 
U.S. representative to the United 
Nations, indicated Monday that 
Washington might refuse to grant the 
Viet Cong appointee a visa admitting 
him to the United States. 
Waldheim planned to discuss the 
matter today with Sir Colin Crowe, 
head of the British U.N. mission. The 
secretary-general has been sounding 
out the governments who endorsed the 
Vietnam cease-fire agreement. Britain 
was expected to side with the United 
States since it recognizes the Saigon 
regime as the sole government of 
South Vietnam. 
Waldheim said after the Paris 
conference on Vietnam that he had 
discussed the establishment of a Viet 
Cong liaison office at the United 
Nations with Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, 
the foreign minister of the Provisional 
Revolutionary government.

AUGUSTA, Ga. (AP) — I>ee Trevino 
had a firm, succinct response when 
somebody asked him if Jack Nicklaus 
could be beaten in the Masters golf 
tournament, starting Thursday.

ing with them have resulted 
in a book “ in praise of old 
people and in outrage at their 
loneliness.” 
“ Blacks, Chicanos and 
women are organized, visible 
and a little bit threatening, 
and old people will have to 
follow their example and or­ 
ganize as a political force,” 
says the author of “ Nobody 
Kver Died of Old Age.” 
“ We have a whole mythol­ 
ogy about old people that we 
all accept: pat them on the 
head and give them a paci­ 
fier,” says the 33-year-old 
registered nurse. She thinks 
that they should “refuse to be 
pacified, refuse to take non­ 
sense from their families and 
social workers and demand a 
guaranteed income with no 
social agency interference.” 
Miss Curtin became in­ 
creasingly aware of the isola­ 
tion and shelving of the na­ 
tion’s 20 million persons over 
65 as she worked in mental 
hospitals and nursing homes, 
lived with them in fleabag 
hotels, sat with them on park 
benches, ate with them in 
greasy spoons and even fol­ 
lowed the owner of “ the fast­ 
est pair of hands in New 
York” on her shoplifting 
rounds. 
As she relaxed on the bed in 
her hotel room here in blue 
jeans and purple sweater, her 
eyes sparked indignantly 
from behind huge round 
glasses as she recalled some 
of the things she had seen. 
“ I worked in a nursing 
home — a posh, nice, well-run 
1984 type place — but the 
‘clients’ weren't given the 
dignity of names; they were 
all called honey and dearie; 
they had no privacy, no con­ 
trol over when or what they 
ate. They were discouraged 
from becoming friends with 
each other. The institution 
wanted them totally depend­ 
ent on it.” 
With an old lady who posed 
as her mother Miss Curtin 
made the rounds of retire­ 
ment villages. “They feel like 
concontration camps with 
their high walls and security 
systems,” she says of them. 
“ There’s no variety among 
the people. There are dumb 
games and dumb things to do 
to fill the hours. There’s noth­ 
ing for people to love outside 
themselves.” 
Raised in a small Wyoming 
town with grandparents close 
by and many old people as 
friends, where growing old 
was regarded as a natural 
process, the author was sur­ 
prised as she moved about the 
country to learn that the word 
“old” had come into “ such 
awful disrepute.” She was 
saddened, too, by seeing the 
struggles of the elderly poor 
to stay alive. 
“ Half the old people in this 
country live below the pover­ 
ty level, on less than $240 a 
month,” she points out. “ It 
means they can’t afford 
proper medical care; they 
don’t eat right and that 
means an increase in disabil­ 
ities.”

After talking to people from 
50 to IOO she found that the ■ 
first realization they had that 
they were old came from 
someone giving them that 
label. “ Anybody who’s been 
put out of work even at 45 and 
finds it impossible to get an­ 
other job knows the prejudice 
against age,” she says. 
She thinks old people would 
do well to start conscious­ 
ness-raising groups to raise 
their own pride. “ But the poor 
old people don’t have time to 
do anything but be old and 
poor, trying to keep a roof 
over their heads; the middle 
class people have guilt feel­ 
ings because they have 
bought the idea that once you 
quit being a productive mem­ 
ber of society you are a sup­ 
plicant. And the upper class 
old are too busy trying to stay 
young with wrinkle creams 
and hair dyes, because they 
have the money to do it.” 
The first thing old people 
should do, Miss Curtin de­ 
clares, is realize that their 
problems cross class lines 
and that no matter what their 
backgrounds, they are more 
alike than different. 
“ I hope my book will help 
change attitudes toward old 
people,” she says. “ I like be­ 
ing with them, getting into 
their lives and trying to un­ 
derstand them. 
“ But I don’t want to be­ 
come the world’s youngest 
advocate of old age, a closed 
one-issue person,” adds Miss 
Curtin, who is working on a 
novel about growing up in 
America as a woman.

executive privilege to bar them from 
inspecting information on pre-election 
flights by administration officials last 
year. 
The case was cited by an official of 
the General Accounting Office, audit 
agency for Congress, as the House 
government 
information 
sub­ 
committee began hearings Tuesday on 
legislation spelling out lim its of 
presidential power to withhold in­ 
formation from Congress or GAO. 
While 
“ account 
records” 
for 
President Nixon’s office are available 
for GAO review, information such as 
passenger lists for presidential flights 
“ has traditionally been considered 
personal to the president and thus not 
the proper subject of congressional 
inquiry,” Dean wrote GAO in a Nov. 
20,1972, letter made public at the hear­ 
ing by GAO General Counsel Paul G. 
Dembling. 
“ All political flights made during 
September were billed to the (Com­ 
mittee to Re-elect the President,” 
Dean added, “ and that data will, of 
course, be reflected in the committee’s 
financial reports.” 
GAO generally received “ good 
cooperation in obtaining access to 
records of executive departments,” 
Dembling testified. “ In the recent 
past, with one exception, we have not 
had executive privilege used as a basis 
for refusing information to GAO,” he 
added, citing the Dean case as the* 
exception. 
This involved a GAO attempt to 
study records of flights in military 
planes last September by Nixon and 
his family, Vice President Spiro T. 
Agnew, White House staff members 
and Cabinet officers, and the extent to 
which Nixon’s re-election committee 
reimbursed the government for these 
flights, Dembling said 
Rep. Willaim S. Moorhead, D-Pa., 
chairman of the subcommittee, ac­ 


cused the administration ot taking an 
“ arrogant position” regarding a 
supply of witnesses for the hearing. 
The panel “ has received little 
cooperation 
from 
most 
of 
the 
executive-branch witnesses invited to 
testify on this important legislation,” 
Moorhead said, and, “ except for the 
Department of Justice, all have 
declined to testify despite vigorous 
efforts to obtain their cooperation.” 


The chief sponsor of the legislation, 
Rep. John N. Edenborn, R-Ill., senior 
GOP member of the subcommittee, 
said a past failure by legislators to 
“ acknowledge the existence of ex­ 
ecutive privilege—and to impose 
reasonable limits—has had the effect 
of Congress’ acquiescence in its 
existence and use.” 
Nixon has cited executive privilege 
in refusing to allow aides to testify 


formally before congressional com­ 
mittees in connection with

wiretapping of Democratic national 
headquarters. 
The legislation would assert the 
right of Congress to all information
